Change, by David. Davila, who half an Hour after cauſed him to be 
arreſted at the ſuit of Francis Davila for 200 l. and was committed 
into the Counter Priſon, without the Officers giving him any time 
toget Bail, e had Orders from David Davila and his Con- 
federates, to put him into Priſon, without having any regard or 
conſideration for him; and immediately after, Aſaac Rodriguez and 
the other Conſpirators, ſaid upon Change, that they had cauſed An- 
thony d' Admanza to be arreſted for their own pleaſure, and that as 
often as he ſhould be at liberty, they*l continue to put Actions upon 
him, to keep him by theſe means all his Life in Priſon: Anthony 
d Almanza was obliged to remove himſelf to the Fleet again by an 
Habeas Corpus, which put him to great Charges. Some days after, 
Anthony d Almanzg being ready to cauſe the Indictment of Perjury 
againſt Francis Davila to be Tryed, which he had preferred in 
Hichs Hall- Court: Francis Davila and his Confederates removed 
the Cauſe by a Certiorari into the Court of the Queen's Beneb, at which 
time d Almanza s Attorney ſued with all diligence the Demand which 
d. Almauxa made to Francis d Avila of '6500 1. Sterling; and my Lord 
Chief Juſtice appointed the Day for Tryal to be he Day after the 
Term, in the Month of February 1702, for which d Almanza pre. 
pared himſelf chree Days before the Tryal. 
And having acquainted Francis Davila and his Confederates, to 
do the ſame, they. jointly projected to avoid the ſame, and to ſend 
ſome body to ſpeak with d' Almanza, which being agreed, they ſent

ſed, and agreed in their Preſence, between d Almanza and the Con- 
ſpirators, to ſhew to my Lord Chief Juſtice, that their Proceed- 
ings were unjuſt, knaviſh, and of an evil Conſcience ; and being 
gone into my Lord Chief Juſtice's Court, with the two Witnelles 
above named, to take a Counſellor to move the Court; and ha- 
ving ſpoken to above twelve of them, they all anſwered they 
were retained for Francis Davila; but d Almanza having met 8 
one by chance, who was come to hear the Tryal, and he 
deſir d him to move the Court, and © g's to my Lord Chief 
Juſtice the Deceit and falſe Proceedings of his Adverſaries ; of which 
David Davila and his Confederates taking notice, ran to d Almanza 
to deſire him not to make any complaint to my Lord Chief Ju- 
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| Rice of che Trick which they deſigned to put upon him, being they 
repented of ever having ng 4 ſuch an ill and ignominious Deſign, 
and defired d Almanza to refer the matter before my Lord Chief 


Juſtice, to three of the twelve Jury-Men to decide their difference,

Propoſals; however, David Davila, Francis Davila, and their Con- 
federates, went the Monday following to my Lord Chief Juſtice's 
Chambers, to have examin'd rwo Women of ill life, which Francis 
Davila had cauſed to come from Paris, to ſerve for Witneſſes a 
Bainſt d' Almanza and Melchior Dubois; of which d' Amanzg being ad- 
Viſed, went thither in company of Taac de Morays, and of Lewis du 


 Mhbln, and theſe Women being interrogated, were found Perjurers 
by the Obſervations which Haac de Morays and Lewis du Molin made 


during the Interrogatoty. Upon which . Amanxa having ſent for 


Bayliffs to arreſt theſe two Women for Petjury ; and David Davila 
having perceived the ſame, came near d Almanza, and taking him 
by the Hand, told him before ſeveral Witneſſes, I beg of

Guineas, to bring him as ignominiouſly as he could to Newgate, 
and the day after d Almanza gave Bail before the Recorder 
to appear at the next Seſſions, upon which he was diſcharged:
